SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled New Zealand Hustler Volume 1 Number 1 is classified as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is classified as a restricted publication because of the explicit manner in 
which it presents female nudity and the way in which it degrades and dehumanises 
women. 

The magazine is a glossy publication featuring coloured photographic images of 
women who are either partially or fully naked, and a range of articles, cartoons, and 
advertisements. The articles are in the form of letters to the editor, short sexual 
fantasies, political and social commentaries, film reviews, a jokes page, and a review 
of the mainstream film industry. The style of photography allows for clear images that 
have a sexually titillating quality. The photographs are predominantly full-body and, 
although there is a genital focus, the focus is soft. The photographs, although of a 
high resolution, are not intrusive. The standard of photography is high. Many of the 
articles are well written and informative. However, the text in parts of the magazine 
contains sexual references of a colloquial nature. The material is of a quality whereby 
it degrades, dehumanises, and demeans women by sexually objectifying them. This is 
achieved by images of women splaying their labia or close-up depictions of women 
shaving their genitals. Stronger degrading elements occur in cartoons where the 
sexual referencing towards women is derogatory. However, the overall extent to 
which the publication degrades, dehumanises, or demeans any person is limited. 
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
